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Response to Arguments 



1. Applicant's arguments filed 19 October 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. In the second complete paragraph on page 2 through the paragraph spanning pages 3 and 
4 of the response filed on 19 October 2006, applicant alleges that the so-called frozen filter 
disclosed in Kates '986 cannot correspond to the frequency-limiting filter recited in Claim 1 
because it does not meet the recited limitation "having a filter function that is adaptable during 
compensation of said feedback". Examiner respectfully disagrees. As noted by applicant in the 
response, the disclosure of Kates '986 alternately recites that the so-called frozen filter is not 
varied during operation and can be varied during operation. Because the claim merely requires 
that the filter function be adaptable and the reference at least discloses that the corresponding 
filter function can be adapted, the reference meets the claim. The claim does not require the 
filter be an adaptive filter as that term is normally understood, nor does it require that the filter 
necessarily adapt during operation. It only requires a capability of such adaptation (i.e., 
adaptability in contract to adaptation). The disclosure in the reference is possibly unclear about 
circumstances under which such adaptation is done, but is clear that the filter has the capability. 

3. In the first complete paragraph on page 4 of the response, applicant alleges that the so- 
called frozen filter disclosed in Kates '986 cannot correspond to the frequency- limiting filter 
recited in Claim 1 because it does not meet the recited limitation "frequency limiting said input 
to said adaptive feedback compensation filter". Examiner respectfully disagrees. Kates '986 
discloses that this filter "models those portions of the feedback path that remain essentially 
constant while the hearing aid is in use" (column 8, lines 31-33). This is further elucidated in 
Kates '884, which discloses "these elements include the microphone, power amplifier, receiver, 
and the basic acoustics of the feedback path" (column 8, lines 54-56). As such, it is clear that the 
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filter limits the frequencies it passes to those frequencies passed by the combination of elements 
it is intended to model. 

4. As discussed in the interview, the proposed alterations in claim language described in 
first complete paragraph on page 4 of the response would require further search and/or 
consideration for a determination of patentability.
